OMI-CA  Health  Committee 
Sponsors  Mental  Health  Workshop

Over  the  past  several  months  many  questions  have  been  asked  by 
concerned  residents  regarding  mental  health  and  the  community. 
Who  are  the  mentally  ill  and  why  are  they  being  returned  to  the 
community?  Who  is  responsible  for  their  care?  What  are  board  and 
care  homes  and  caretakers  responsibilities?  What  is  the  future  of  the 
OMI  Community  and  consumer  participation  in  this  health  care 
delivery  system? 

An  attempt  will  be  made  to  answer  these  and  many  other  questions 
regarding  mental  illness  at  a  W'orkshop  sponsored  by  the  OMI-CA 
Health  Committee,  Wednesday,  March  27.  1974  at  Temple  Methodist 
Church  (Fellowship  Hall)  1111  Junipero  Serra  Blvd.  from  1:00 
p.m. -5:00  p.m.  Speakers  will  include  Dr.  Lawrence  Lurie,  Director 
District  V  Mental  Health  Center,  Mrs.  Bernice  Farley,  Director  OMI 
Family  Center,  Dr.  Daniel  Adelson,  Professor  University  of 
California,  San  Francisco,  and  Sen.  Milton  Marks. 

This  workshop  is  being  held  as  a  public  service  in  the  general 
interest  of  community  residents  in  order  to  expand  community 
education  and  awareness  concerning  the  health  needs  of  the  area  and 
to  involve  residents  in  order  to  seek  change  in  the  delivery  of  health 
care  to  the  OMI  community. 


An  enthusiastic  group  of  about 
90  people  attended  OMI-CA’s 
annual  business  meeting  and  pot 
luck  dinner  on  January  26.  The 
attendance  was  among  the  lar¬ 
gest  in  the  history  of  the 
organization. 

Perker  Meeks,  in  the  annual 
report,  described  OMI-CA’s  con¬ 
siderable  efforts  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  during  the  past  year, 
noting  particularly  the  communi¬ 
ty  meetings  sponsored  by  OMI- 
CA  in  areas  of  special  concern  to 
OMI,  namely,  crime  prevention, 
education,  health  services  and 
election  of  supervisors  by  district. 

When  the  meeting  was  thrown 
open  for  discussion,  the  distribu¬ 
tion  problems  of  the  OMI  News 
and  the  proliferation  of  board  and 
care  homes  in  the  area  received 
considerable  attention. 

Two  awards  were  announced  — 
to  the  Committee  for  Open  Occu¬ 
pancy  in  the  Park  Merced 
Development;  and  to  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Josephs  for  their  services  to 
the  community  for  the  past  35 
years. 

Donneter  Lane  spoke  regarding 
projections  for  1974.  OMI-CA 
must  provide  leadership  for  the 
.4t^EJflpment  of  jhg.  Community 
Education  Center,  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  OMI  Adult  Education 
Center,  better  health  services, 
development  of  the  Brooks  Prop¬ 
erty  Open  Space  Recreation 
Area,  to  mention  just  a  few- 
current  concerns. 

Each  of  the  newly  elected 
officers,  M.C.  Roe  Johnston,  and 
all  who  spoke,  expressed  confi¬ 
dence  that  OMI-CA’s  hopes  can 
become  reality  in  1974.  Success 
depends  on  wide  spread  com¬ 
munity  participation.  As  Richard 
Tooker  deftly  put  it:  “You  get  out 
of  any  organization  what  you  put 
into  it.

LET’S  MEET:

“A  family  man”  sums  up  a  lot 
about  Roy  Jackson,  OMI  Com¬ 
munity  Association’s  new  presi¬ 
dent. 

Once  when  he  was  snowbound 
in  an  Alaskan  motel  on  his  way 
home  from  San  Francisco,  his 
wife,  visiting  from  Chicago,  got 
worried  because  he  didn’t  answer 
the  phone  in  Fairbanks.  Knowing 
all  the  lodges  along  the  highway, 
she  had  the  operator  call  each  in 
turn  until  she  found  him  safe 
where  he  had  to  stop  for  repairs. 

Mrs.  J’s  Sweet  Shop  reflects 
the  same  family  spirit.  Since 
Anne-Marie  Jackson  has  been  ill 
in  recent  weeks,  Mr.  J.  shuttles 
between  his  home,  his  real  estate 
office  on  Ocean  Avenue  and  the 
young-people’s  haven  at  Hollo¬ 
way  and  Ashton.  With  everything 
for  snacks  from  penny  candy  to 
Mrs.  J’s  home-made  chili  and 
fried-apple  burritos,  the  atmos¬ 
phere  is  easy  and  home-like.  Like 
a  good  home,  it’s  a  place  where 
the  grown-ups  like  to  see  a  kid’s 
report-card  and  are  likely  to  ask 
if  you’ve  done  your  homework 
when  you  come  to  play  the 
juke-box. 

“I  don’t  put  up  with  any  foul

language  there,  or  any  kids 
taking  advantage  of  others,” 
says  Mrs.  J’s  other  half. 

Justly  proud  of  his  daughter 
Suzanne,  an  artist  and  teacher, 
and  his  grandson  Rafiki  (Arabic 
for  Friend),  Roy  Jackson  is 
concerned  about  young  people. 
He  feels  that  too  many  parents 
are  too  busy  keeping  up  with  the 
Joneses  to  work  at  getting  their 
children’s  respect.  At  an  age 
when  many  men  look  forward  to 
retirement,  this  fit  and  vigorous 
grandfather  wishes  he  could  go 
back  to  school  and  learn  how  to 
help  other  people  learn. 

With  a  high  school  education 
Mr.  Jackson  has  made  a  good  life 
for  himself  and  his  family, 
though  he’s  seen  plenty  of  other 
people’s  hard  times,  especially 
when  he  used  to  drive  a  milk  van. 
In  Alaska  he  started  in  1951 
driving  a  lumber-carrier  and 
returned  to  work  as  a  teamster  in 
San  Francisco  in  the  off-season. 
He  had  started  reading  about  real 
estate  and  taking  classes  at 
Mission  High  before  going  north 
and  was  able  to  get  his  license  in 
Fairbanks  by  studying  on  his 
own.  Back  in  San  Francisco  in 
1962  he  found  he  was  required  to 


work  as  a  salesman  for  two  years 
before  he  could  be  a  broker ;  but  a 
lot  of  long-distance  calls  and 
correspondence  which  finally  in¬ 
volved  the  governor  of  Alaska 
persuaded  the  commission  that 
he  was  already  a  broker  there, 
and  he  got  his  license  the  same 
ye^r. 

When  money  for  home  pur¬ 
chases  became  tight  Mr.  Jackson 
had  an  office  on  Valencia  Street 
and  a  branch  he  shared  with 
Harry  Pope  on  Holloway.  He 
closed  the  Valencia  office  and 
kept  the  one  in  OMI,  moving  later 
to  Ocean  Avenue,  where  most  of 
his  work  now  is  in  management 
of  rentals.  The  fuel  shortage

Dialogue 
With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

One  of  the  most  important  causes  of  neighborhood  decay  and 
housing  deterioration  has  been  the  unavailability  of  loans  in  most  of 
our  neighborhoods  for  property  improvements. 

The  passage  of  Proposition  “G”  in  last  November's  city  elections  set 
into  motion  a  city-sponsored  neighborhood  conservation  program  at 
no  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  The  plan  establishes  a  “Rehabilitation  Loan 
Fund,"  which  will  make  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  “conservation” 
areas  low-interest,  long-term  property  improvement  loans. 

Residential  loan  assistance  will  improve  housing  and  neighborhood 
quality.  It  will  preserve  the  unique  architecture  of  our  older  homes 
and  neighborhoods  and  will  assure  safe,  comfortable,  and  sanitary 
housing  conditions. 

The  only  R.A.P.  (Rehabilitation  Assistance  Program)  area  so  far  is 
in  the  Upper  Ashbury.  Inner  Richmond  residents  recently  met  to 
consider  setting  into  motion  the  process  by  which  the  neighborhood 
may  be  designated  a  “conservation”  area  to  qualify  for  loan 
assistance. 

If  OMI  residents  are  interested  in  the  R.A.P.  Program,  support  for 
the  initiation  of  the  program  must  be  demonstrated  to  the  City 
Planning  Department,  which  in  turn  will  make  a  recommendation  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

I  have  introduced  legislation  in  Sacramento  to  institute  a  similar 
program  on  a  statewide  basis.  The  bill,  AB  352,  already  passed  by  a 
yote  of  61-9  in  the  State  Assembly.

BOARD  BRIEFS

The  new  Board  of  Directors  of  the  OMI-CA  met  for  the  first  time 
February  2,  1974.  The  meeting  focused  on  ways  of  strengthening  the 
community  organization.  The  new  President,  recognizing  that  the 
strength  of  the  organization  is  in  the  participation  of  many  persons 
from  the  area  led  the  discussion  to  consider  each  committee  and  its 
leadership.  He  is  working  toward  closer  communication  between  the 
Board  and  the  committees  and  he  hopes  to  strengthen  and  vitalize 
those  committees  needing  this.  Several  committees  have  no  chairman 
at  present  and  methods  of  selecting  the  chairman  were  discussed.  The 
President  hopes  to  draw  upon  the  wealth  of  leadership  existing 
untapped  in  the  community. 

The  delay  in  opening  of  the  Community  Education  Center  has  been 
of  concern  to  the  Board.  The  Facilitator  (coordinator)  has  not  been 
selected  yet,  either  for  the  OMI  Community  Education  Center  or  for 
the  one  in  the  Sunset,  the  SPEAK  area.  If  this  Center  is  to  become  a 
reality  the  OMI  community  must  take  the  initiative.  However,  before 
any  action  is  taken  the  Board  has  asked  that  the  Community 
Education  Committee  meet  with  the  comparable  committee  of 
SPEAK  and  bring  in  their  recommendations. 

A  student  from  San  Francisco  State  University  will  work  with  the 
OMI-CA  mapping  the  location  of  board  and  care  homes  for  foster 
children,  mentally  ill,  mentally  retarded,  aged,  as  well  as  other  child 
care  facilities,  and  homes  operated  by  other  groups.  This  area  has  a 
disproportionate  share  of  such  homes  and  efforts  are  being  made  to 
work  with  the  responsible  licensing  and  permit  giving  agencies  to 
prevent  further  saturation  of  the  area  with  such  homes. 

The  two  people  who  have  kept  OMI-CA  office  operating  are  pulling 
out,  leaving  a  big  gap.  D.  Lane  who  has  kept  things  going  for  the  past 
several  months  will  no  longer  be  available  except  for  emergencies.  E. 
Siden,  spark  plug  for  the  OMI-CA  is  taking  a  month  off.  This  makes  it 
essential  to  recruit  volunteers  to  run  the  office  since  there  are  no  funds 
for  paid  staff.  D.  Lane  in  her  final  report  pointed  up  the  problem  of 
lack  of  continuity  in  not  having  someone  in  the  office  full  time.

People 
come  to  this  class  from  all  over 
the  city  and  even  beyond,  but 
only  a  few  of  the  mothers  are 
from  the  close  neighborhood  of 
Ingleside  Presbyterian  Church, 
where  the  Community  College 
District  rents  space  for  this  class.

FIND  A  POT  AND  FILL  IT

Getting  the  kids,  not  to  mention  the  wife,  to  eat  food  that  is  good  for 
them  becomes  quite  a  challenge.  Liver,  in  almost  any  shape  or  form 
makes  their  hair  stand  on  end;  but  the  price  tag,  be  it  beef,  lamb  or 
pork  liver  is  quite  appealing  ...  to  me!  A  mound  of  steaming 
butter-sauted  onions,  a  rasher  of  bacon,  and  fried  liver  is  a  welcome 
treat  anytime,  and  the  following  is  a  pleasant  variation  meant  to 
tempt  the  timid.  Indicentally,  I  usually  cook  this  in  a  wok  but  a  frying 
pan  will  do. 

Flamed  Sesame  Liver 
1  lb.  liver  cut  in  •*”  strips 
1  i  cup  lemon  juice 
'a  tsp.  MSG 

.'t-4  Tbsp.  oil  (sesame  if  you  have  it) 

L  cup  brandy 
1  tsp.  sesame  seeds 

Marinate  liver  strips  for  1  hour  in  lemon  juice.  Heat  wok  or  frying 
pan,  add  oil,  add  liver,  and  cook  quickly  turning  frequently  until 
browned  but  still  PINK  (approx.  4  min.).  Add  brandy  and  light  with 
match  (curb  your  natural  feminine  curiosity  and  keep  your  eyebrows 
and  lovely  locks  well  back).  Stir  while  flaming,  add  MSG  and' sesame 
seeds,  serve  with  one  strip  bacon  for  each  person  (who  can  afford 
more?)  and  sauted  onions.
